Bfeavy orders by the Rockefel- 
ler intereet for putea and other 
niat«rial to build vomels for traua- 
portation of Mesaba ore next year have 
strengthened the market somewhat, bnt 
the demand at the eaut is very light and 
most of the works have ahortened force 
considerably, while at Pittsbnrg struc- 
tural forms, plates, sheets and pipe are 
in light demiind and some bar mills in 
the valley have shut down for want of 
orders. Higher prices are cx}iected for

Knoxville, D<>c. 14 - By a premature 
explosion of powder ami dynamite at 3 
o'clock Thursday afternoon foor men 
wm kOkd al Lafbllatla. Campbell 
oonnlf. Voor other men are miiiBing 
and »eir bodies are being searched for 
in the ma.ss of earth and rook that Was 
dislogtnl by the explosion.

large fotro of men were at work blast- 
ing for a cut Three kegs of powder 
had been placed in a 16-foot aperture and 
four sticks of dynamite wan aln added 

to the deadly charge. 

A fuse wu:< attached to the powder 
and the men ran from the place to a 
safe distance to await the result. They 
waited 14 minutes and the charge failed 
to go off. The men were then ordere<l 
to break into the hole bv the foreman to 
readjiut the fuse. They obeyed the 
order, all being apparently satisfied that 
the fire hod bocHJine extinct. .Tust as 
they re-entered tho hole, however, tho 
teiTific explosion occurred, and the earth 
and stone for many yards around were 
dislod),;ed and tlirowu into conglomer- 
ate mass with tho remains of tlie un- 
fortunate victims. 

At the latest received last night a 
re.scuing fence was stUl at work temov- 
ing the dirt and rock.

Washinoto.v. Dec. 14.— Tj»e program 

of the maneuvers .ind movements of 
Admiral Bnnce's North Atlantic squad- 
ron has at length b«(>n arranged and tl e 
itinerary was g^ven oqt at the navy de- 
paftment yest«cday. The squadivu will 
depart from the rendezvous at Hamp- 
ton Roads ou the 2l8t inst., and it is ex- 
pected to return to that place May I'.^, 
next year. The first stop will Ite at St. 
Thomas, Deo. 27, and after that the 
ships will pat into a' number of port j on 
thvOiilf of Mexioo and Oanribean sea. 

During the stay at Trinidad the 
squadron will have drills and target 
practice in the bay of Paria. just off the 
venesuelan coast and the territory 
which is now in dispute between Great 
Britain and 7ene/.u^la. It is a matter 
of note, however, that at no point in 
the itinerary does the s<juadron enter a 
Venezuelan ixirt and .-\dmiral Buiice 
doubtless is influenced in tliis respect by 
the wishes of tiie d«!pitri iiicut of state for 
the assenroluge of an .\iiiciii an fiwt in 
Venezuela at this juncture might be 
construed as a til rent and tend gnuitly 
to complii-ate tlic le trotiafions now in 
progress \\ it h the I5ntish ioreign office 
ov( r the X'enc/iiclaii liouiidary question.

When the town of 
Zeitoun is coinplctr>ly sun-ounded, it is 
believed that the Armeinaiis will (juick- 
ly be starv«'d into subnii.ssion, ulthougli 
their friends .say they have provisions 
enough stored in the town to last them 
until spring, and that the Turks will 
have to puss the winter in the snows 
aiound Zeitoun. 

A Turkish oflieiul who is familiar 
with the situation at Zeitoun mid yes- 
terday that the Armenians there were 
inclined to surrender to the Ttu-ks, but 
they distrusted the promises of the lat- 
ter that their lives would be spared if 
they laid down their arms.

The 0. and O. now hu a new iroi^ 
bridge over Limeatone Creek. The work 
of erecting it was completed yesterday. 
The new structure ia hMtrltr tiUHl the 
old one, but not u wide. 

The heavy xirders and croes pieces had 
all been riveted and bolted in their 
proper placM at the 0. and 0. and K. C. 
joiietion, and after the 10 o'dook tndn 
passed East yesterday morning the bridge 
was moved over on tlie track, iron blocks 
plMMd ander It to it woaM ilido over 
the rails, and tiie yard engine was then 
hitched to it and pulled it down to the 
desired position of the old bridge. 

By means of hloclcs and scrows, it was 
now elevated, the track was removed 
and the heavy iron structure was soon 
lowwsd to its place on the abutments. 

The work required only a few hours 
time, as trains were running over the 
Mw bridge at a quarter to 3 o'clock. 
The eastbonnd F. F. V. was delayed here 
•bout one hour. 

The abutments at Limestone Creek 
will be widened next spring and a double 
track will be put down so as to complete 
the double track from Rroahears to the 
Mr graonds.
